Export Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 13th July 1966 

S.O. 2131.—In exercise of the; powers conferred 'by Section 3 of the Imports and 
Exports ("Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following further amendments to the Exports (Control) Order, 1962, namely:— 

1. Tire existing Clause 3 shall be re-numbered as Sub-clause (1) thereof and 
after Sub-clause (11 as so re-numbered, the following sub-clause shall be 
inserted, namely:— 

(2) No person shall export to Pakistan any goods covered by Schedule IA, 
except under and in accordance with a licence granted by the 
Central Government or by an officer specified in Schedule II. 

2. In Sub-Clause (2) of Clause 10, after the word “except”, the following 
words, brackets and figures shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Sub-Clause (2) of Clause 3 and.” 


3. Under Schedule IV of the said Order, O.G.L. No. 3 shall be deemed to have 
been cancelled with immediate effect.
